Wo don’t believe that this administration 
w ill listen to a Liberal, but once in a while 
we must give expression to our feelings or 
sutler Injury. The “goings-on” of the concern 
are getting to be fearfully unprecedented. 
Creswell on the stump, and now Grant 19 to 
deliver an oration! The Spbynx has express­ 
ed a desire to deliver the oration at the next 
annual reunión of the Army of the Tennessee. 
It is a remarkable fact that while the law 
U understood to assume that every toan Is 
innocent, do matter by whom accused, until 
he has been proved guilty, tbe prosecution 
always assume the guilt and work bard to de­ 
monstrate it. Instead of an impartial, non­ 
partisan investigation with the sole intent to 
arrive at tbe ends of justice under the law, 
our courts, especially in capital cases, present 
the disgusting spectacle of two sets of lawyers 
lighting to gain a forensic victory. The pride 
of professional success incites the attorneys 
for the people to secure a conviction some­ 
times in violation of their own sense of right 
and fairness; while on the other side the name 
of having cleared a notorious criminal, if bis 
frieuds are rich, means money and a hrowu- 
stone front. Maybe wc can do better. If not, 
us the pig remarked on seeing a politician, 
“Alas, poor human nature!” 
The New York Times spreads before its 
feminine constituency a column and more of 
the dryest kind of editorial talk headed, “A 
Word to Wives.” Besides the doubtful pro­ 
priety of its addressing other men’s wives at 
that length and with that degree of solemni­ 
ty, there remains the question, “What's the 
use ?” If married women don’t always know 
with'n one row of apple trees whal constitutes 
the substance of their duties and privileges, 
they always think they do, and we undertake 
to say that from the first to the last bond-wo- 
man of them all, they will sniff at the writer’s 
well-meant advice. The scarcity of money, 
concerning which the article reasons with the 
careless daughters of Eve, in vinculo matri­ 
monii, they will appreciate only so far as it 
militates against the possible purchase of 
“winter things” for their fair heads and grace­ 
ful backs. Beyond this—well, ask any Ben­ 
edict. Will the ladles economize ? We hope 
so. 
Gen. Sherman is three babies ahead of the 
President in the matter of kissing. 
In the 
famous Eatonswfil rotten-borougli election, 
which Dickens made historically immortal, 
one candidate far outdid the other by kissing 
not only the babies which were especially 
washed in advance for the ordeal, bnt all the 
rest, regardless of dirt and cheap molasses. 
Now maybe Gen. Grant is too fastidious in 
this direction. It certainly ought not to be 
necessary to remind our wise and experienced 
Executive that as tbe “boy is father to the 
man," so tbc¡baby—perhaps of both sexes now 
—Is the incipient politician and financier. In­ 
deed under the present constitution of tldugs 
men vote in more or less strict agreement 
with the curtain lectures of their wives, and 
the hearts of these wives are best approached 
through the faces of the babies; while we 
grieve to say the faces of the babies are too 
often encrusted with the remnants of undi­ 
gested dinners. This is, however, the course 
of nature and the highway to power. We re­ 
joice to see that our possible candidates for 
187C understand the “victories of peace.” 
The Albany Argus declares that “The great 
conundrum which 13 now troubling all the 
Republican papers of the State is, who dis­ 
covered and who is responsible for the rob­ 
bery in the State Treasury ? Discussed as they 
discuss it, it is made as mysterious as the old 
question, who killed Cock Robin ?” We don't 
assume thi3 morning to make an accurate dis­ 
tribution of the blame attached to the robbery 
among the diflerent claimants, but we do feel 
called upon to tell the Argus that it is wrong 
lu supposing that there was any mystery con­ 
nected with the untimely decease of the la­ 
mented Cock Robin. Now if the Argus will 
turn around half a dozen of its one hun­ 
dred eyes—of which the mythology says 
only two are asleep at once—back toward the 
forgotten rhymes of its childhood, it will bo 
able, doubtless, to read through the mist of 
years the following stanza, which to our mind 
clearly explains the tragedy referred to— 
“ I, said the Sparrow, 
With my bow and arrow— 
1 killed Cock Robin.” 
Our friends up the river can verify tbe quo­ 
tation if they distrust our painstaking erudi­ 
tion. Bv the way we beg to suggest that if 
the Argus is bent upon the task of finding out 
who really did rob the Treasury it guard 
against being lulled to sleep, as was its an­ 
cient namesake, by soothing tunes on musical 
pipes, and then like him getting slain with 
a crooked sword. “Eternal vigilance,” 4c., 
you know. 


U tcm b ly iu n n in th e Second D istrict. 
The Democrats have made a very strong 
nomination for Assembly in the Second Dis­ 
trict in Mr. Hector Abeel of Marbletown. Mr. 
Aheel is thoroughly posted, and a very fully 
Informed gentleman in every department of 
town, county and state matters. He has the 
details of official duties entirely at his fingers 
end;, and will go to Albany probably better 
fitted to do efficient service than any man 
nominated. He is well located also, and will 
probably carry Marbletown, a Republican 
stronghold. 


An E ditor Im prisoned. 
To get at the exact merits of the issue be- 
• tween certain Brooklyn Ring politicians and 
the Tribune, in consequence of which the city 
editor of that paper has been committed to 
jail for refusing to disclose to the Grand Jury 
the authorship of articles alleged to be libel­ 
lous, is not the easiest thing in the world. Re­ 
cent litigation has shown that the word *‘libel» 
when connected with newspaper assaults on 
official thievery and fraud is capable of a more 
or less private interpretation. No man is so 
anxious about his reputation as he who has 
no reputation. No set ot men are so sensitive 
under an implied accusation as tho.se who de­ 
serve a direct one. We believe in having 
strict and, as much as possible, discriminat­ 
ingly just laws on tin subject of libel, and then 
in resorting to them a3 rarely as may be.— 
Further, we believe that as a rule those men 
or organizations of men who resort to the 
courts to obtain damages for alleged libellous 
attacks upon them are conscious of having 
no better defence in the form of popular faith 
In the justice of tiieir windy indignation. 
Further, we believe in the liberty of tiic 
press in the same way aud to the same degreo 
in which we believe in the liberty of the indi­ 
vidual. It is the duty of either to denounce 
manifest immorality and crime; particularly 
when these are entrenched behind a barricade 
of money and influence. The man or the jour­ 
nal lacking the pluck to do this when the com­ 
mon welfare seems 10 them to require it, is 
simply a coward before the enemies of society 
and a traitor to their own convictions. Then 
if any one is wronged he knows where to find 
redress. 
One thiDg however is tolerably sure; that 
corrupt concerns like the rings which infest 
more places that Brooklyu or New York will 
never gain anything by a temporary boost 
from the lever of a libel suit. The stench of 
these rings is iu all the land. Both ways dia­ 
gonally across the continent—from the two 
Portlands to tbe opposite corners of the coun­ 
try—they roll like the hoop-snake with their 
tails in their mouths. The people will stand by 
the papers which bravely Hoe them out with a 
cylinder press. If the Tribune is sure of being 
right in its past course,—and of that it 
must be its own jndge—we hope its next edi­ 


torial on the subject will bavo tbe sound of a 
somewhat braver defiance than that of yester­ 
day.* It is true enough that a “ malicious 
persecution, of newspaper «aployes cannot 
restore the damaged characters ” of tbe men 
who are self-disgraced before the community; 
and it is equally true that in such case 
the Tribune need not cover a half-hearted re­ 
treat by reminding its enemies that an assault 
upon the press will only result in new disas­ 
ter. Blow a stronger blast, friend Reid.

We are far from holding in a Jiterul, ethical 
sense that a po«t should write with a distinctly 
moral purpose In Yew, nor do we pin very 
much faith to the skirts of those excellent 
literateurs irbo are troubled with a “mission.” 
Snch people are apt to be tedious when they 
write prose and flat when they drop Into 
rhyme. There is, however, nothing incon­ 
sistent with true inspiration in tho cropping 
out on occasions of the moral sense iu the 
midst of the garden of the imagination. As 
the Alpine slopes,on which vast herds of cattle 
find pasturage, follow the crescent outline of 
tbe mountains through twelve degrees of lati­ 
tude, so tho artistic faculty should depend 
upon high, rocky facts of duty, but should not 
attempt to embrace them. 
The larger 
rhythmic grists which recent poetical mills 
seem to ba turning out aro roughly divisible 
into two classes, the grist mixed with an 
“idea,” as temperance, woman’s rights, or 
some oilier kindred thing, and the grist 
without object or casual teaching of 
any sort, as Joaquin Miller’s “ Songs of 
the Sun-Lands." Doubtless the 
ability 
to play at battledore with words, fancies and 
images after the proftise and rambling fash­ 
ion of a western wind with evening clouds is 
not among the honest gifts of genius. Mr. 
Emerson did not slander Byron wheu ho said 
of him, “ Byron bad nothing to say, but he 
said it magnificently." Tbe utter vacuity of 
Miller’s mind is even more manifest than that 
of tde English misanthrope, and he does not 
express it nearly as well. Take the ghosts of 
Shelley and of his cynical lordship, feed them 
on the wind and water of the bleak Sierras 
until they forget Italy and the Mediterranean, 
still further indoctrinate them with Greek and 
Roman paganism, extract from them such 
faded shreds of real meutal power find exact 
information as they once possessed, and yon 
will have produced empirically the poet called 
Joaquin Miller. We need no more poetry of 
any description, in fact, for another century— 
the market is already overstocked. Why 
would it not be better '.0 refuse publication by 
law to all jingling trash until there shall come 
a man t©r woman) bearing God’s certificate 
that he knows his business?

Washington, Oct. 23.—The October report 
of the statisticiaif of the Department of Agri­ 
culture includes a digest of retnrns from coun­ 
ties producing a large proportion of the corn 
crop or the United States. It is not * final 
report upon the qaantity compared with last 
year’s crops, but the last report of the season 
upon the condition of the crop. The average 
is eighty-four, or sixteen per cent, below a nor­ 
mal crop. Tho October average last year 
was 108, or eight per'cent. above. . The crop 
of last year was estimated at 1,092,000,000 
bushels. In view of the decrease of four per 
cent, in th* area indicated the reduction is 
above twenty-three per cent, or 250,000,000 
bushels. The only states returning an aver­ 
age conditiou are Georgia, Florida, Arkansas, 
California and Oregon. The other averages

The parties appeared promptly be­ 
fore ’Squire Scbepmoes Wednesday morning, 
a jury was called and three venires were ex­ 
hausted before the reqaisitc number of men 
were obtained. 
This occupied the greater 
part of.the day and wlien r.igbt came the trial 
commenced. On the side, of the plaintifl there 
were present two lawyers, Gid. Hill and Chas 
A. Fowler, while Moses Conger and F. L. 
Westbrook appeared for the defendant. 
Tho 
plaintifl examined one witness and then called 
the Shokan Justice, J. R. Frarttr, to prove 
the case of assault and battery tried before 
him in which young Forbes was lined $15 as 
proof of damages. 
After the Justice took the 
witness stand it turned oul he had for some 
unaccountablo reason failed to bring the pa­ 
pers in that case, though he had been com­ 
manded to do so in the subpoena. 
Upon find­ 
ing out this fact the plaiutiff withdrew the 
case and brought a new action in which the 
summons is returnable October 31st. 
The 
plaintiff certainly with all his eminent counsel 
seems to have a run of bad luck or somethin 
that would make most men give up the case 
In despair.

The officers or the Troy and New York 
Towing Company deny that the Alida cut 
loose from the tow at Vcrplanck’s Landing 
during the storm of Sunday night. 
The tbree-ma3ted schooner, L. B. Copper- 
thwaith, arrived at Bigler’s dock, Newburgh, 
ou Wednesday, and is loading with 60,000 
Tour inch plank and 50,000 seven inch oak 
timber for the Washington Navy Yard. 
A two-masted schooner called the Ocean 
Bell, oí Rockland, Maine, Is loading ten thous­ 
and cubic feet of oak timber for Portsmouth 
Navy Yard at Newburgh. 
The large raft owned by William Carey, of 
West Troy, which has been lying opposite 
Troy for some time, broke loose and was car­ 
ried down stream at a fearful ra’e. 
The raft 
after coming in contact with thebridgeat Con­ 
gress street was broken up, ami six men who 
wore on it were rescued with difficulty. 
In 
its descent down stream it collided with two 
canal boats, one loaded with stone and anoth­ 
er with cemeut, and they sank almost imme­ 
diately. 
The boats and cargoes were valued 
at $9,000. 
Should the freshet subside in a 
few days it is probable that a large quantity 
of the trestle work to the bridge ami the 
stono from the canal boat may be recovered 
by divers. 
A yacht owned by New York men 
was damaged in going through the Rensse­ 
laer & Saratoga railroad bridge, and was 
docked for repairs. 


The L aunch. 
Oa Tuesday at 3.15 P. M. the barge built 
by J. k J. McCausland at their yard in this 
city was launched. 
There was a number of 
people present to witness the sight of putting 
a large vessel from the cradle on which it was 
built into the element which is to lie its future 
home, and among the number were some 
ladies. 
Very few persons were on board the 
vessel when she slid from the ways, and most 
of those who were were a deputation from the 
Society 
of The 
Irrepressible 
Hoodlums. 
There was considerable excitement attending 
this launch. 
After all the shores had been 
knocked away and the barge was momentarily 
expected to shoot down the ways, the Maurice 
Wurts was seen coming down the creek, in 
whicti some current from the freshet is yet 
running, with a tow of loaded coal boats, 
three tiei-3 deep. 
A man was sent up the 
dock to tell the Wurts to hold on, but it was 
impossible for her to do that, as her tow would 
have fouled and made a terrible mess—aud 
all the while the barge was almost impercep 
tibly moving down the ways, and no on* 
could tell wheu her graud rush would com­ 
mence. 
Then the John Dillon was discovered 
coming up stream will» four light boats, but 
she was hailed and stopped for a while. 
On 
came the Wurts with her tow, and down the 
ways the barge continued to glide, seemingly- 
waiting for the tow of loaded boats to get di­ 
rectly abreast of her and theu make a rush 
for them. 
The excitement was quite intense, 
and The Freeman man, between his desire for 
a big item aud his hopos that things would go 
oft without any damage, just sat in the wagon 
and pulled the staffing all out the cushion. 
As tho Wurts' tow arrived abreast the barge 
and then cleared, the Dillon startod ahead 
and a second edition of fears was issued, but 
she got past a litttle distance, when away 
went the barge like an arrow from a bow. 
Thore were two lines ashore from the b a rg e - 
one astern to slew her down stream, and one 
from forward to bring her up. 
Now the 
chap who was stationed at the stern line with 
an axe had orders to cut the lino after the 
barge was on the swing, but his nerves had 
been wrought to such a tension he made a 
misquilt, and ho cut that string when the 
vessel was going as straight as a loon’s leg 
for the lime-dock across the creek, agaiust 
which she brought up with such force as to 
make those on her deck act very much like 
the tumblers in Washburn's show. 
However, 
no damage was done beyond breaking the 
lower pintle of tbe rudder and scratching 
little paint. 
The barge looked very brave on the water 
with her bright colored paint and t!;« starry 
flan floating from three temporary spare -one 
forward, 
amidship and 
astern. 
She 
is 
named the Anthracite, and is one of two con­ 
structed for the Delaware k Hudson Canal 
Company and destined for the coal carrying 
trade. 
Her dimensions are—length of keel 
123 feet, breadth of beam 30 feet, and depth 
of hold 10 feet, with a carrying capacity of 
500 tons. 
To say she is built of the best lim­ 
ber and in tho most workmanlike manner is 
useless when the name of the firm by whom 
Bho was built has been mentioned. 
After the Anthracite had been moored 
alongside the dock at tho yard a collation was 
served, and though the ladies took no active 
part in tho launch they took an active part in 
the lunch, and took their lager “like a man.” 
At the launch was Captaiu Nathan Ander­ 
son, whose eighty-four.years did not prevent 
him from walking from and to his residence 
to see the sight, or to lose Ids interest in such 
things.

The first race of the day was for a purse oi

“ Oblong" has the following in tho Dutch­ 
ess Farmer: It was a lively timo when the 
pork was delivered, for the production of pork 
in Dutchess County, for several years, was 
enormous. Th* grand delivery was generally 
about the middle of December. 
Sometimes 
the market was such as induced the packers 
to bold off as late as they dare, before the clos­ 
ing of thenver. 
But there would alwaysr be 
one week when there was a “ rush.” 
When 
the delivery—which was on Wednesday—was 
at Ihe Main street landing, there has been 
sometimes a close GOluwfi of wagons from 
the Court House to the river, and constant, ad­ 
ditions to the east end, as they weighed off at 
the dock, in regular turn. 
There was no get­ 
ting ahead of one's regular place in the line, 
without a fight. 
Teams fca-ye been known'- lo 
mov# In line down Main street, from 1 o’clock 
P. M. till after dark. 
It was’common for far­ 
mers in the eastern part of the county lo 
leave home with their loads as early ai two 
o’clock in the morning, and not get their loads 
discharged till night. 
Woe to the men who 
had sold their pork, to be delivered on a cer­ 
tain day aud there carne a great rain storm, 
and mud up to the feui1», especially if the price 
had declined. 
What a mustering qf teams, 
and what " backing out " of some teamsters 
who had engaged to take a load. 
Some good 
farmers, about tjiose days, were “ sorry they 
ever learned tho trade.'' 1 w*m going to tell 
about those “ heaviest hogs of the season" 
from the “ hot ground," but will forbear. 
I 
ought to say that the price of pork was, for 
many year,, from four is five dollars, and I 
have known it sold torthree dollars and seven­ 
ty-five cents. The production of pork declined 
and wool became the greatest source of in­ 
come, though for a time it was disputed be­ 
tween pork and wool. 
But lu 1835 there was 
no doubt. 
Theu there were in Dutchess coun­ 
ty three hundred and thirty-four thousand 
sheep, and only fifty six thousand hogs. 


F a ta l Accident. 
While tho gravel train tyas backing down 
the track at Higginsviile about 5 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon, William Mahar, aged 
about 11 years, jumped on the rear truck and 
just below the station lost his footing and fell 
on tbe iraek. 
Soveral ears passed over him, 
crushing his right leg to a jelly and com­ 
pletely cutting ofl the left one. 
lie lived 
only a short time after receiving the wound. 
The death was no doubt caused entirely by 
the carelessness of the boy, who like many 
other childrea at IUgginsville are In the habit 
of jumping ofl' and on tbo cars when in 
motion.

3. A superintendent ef state prisons shall be 
appointed by the governor, w ith th e consent of the 
seuate, and hold Bls office for Av* v e r s , unless 
sooner rem oved; he shall give security In such 
am ount, aud w ith such sureties, as shall be requir­ 
ed bv law for the faithful discharge of his dalles, 
he snail have th e superintendence, m anagem ent 
and control af the state prisons, subject to such 
laws as now ex ist or may hereafter be enacted; he 
shall appoint the agents, w ardens, physicians and 
chaplains of the prisons. The agent and w arden 
of each prison s ta ll appoint all other officers of 
such prison, except the clerk, subject to the appro­ 
val cif the sam e by the superintendent.

tinture of the brain is that, although the organ 
uf seosaUon, it should Itself bo insensible.— 
To cut the brain gives uo pain,yet iu the brain 
resides the power of feeling pain in any part 
of the body. 
If the nerve which leads to It 
from the injured part be divided, we become 
instantly unconscious of suflering. 
It Is ODly 
by communication with the braiu that any 
kind of sensation Is produced, yet the organ 
Itself ¡3 insensible. 
But there is a circum­ 
stance moro wonderful still. 
A certain por­ 
tion oí the brain itself may be removed with­ 
out destroying life. The animal lives and per­ 
forms all those functions which are necessary 
to simple vitality, but It has uo longer a mind. 
It cannot think or feel. 
It requires that the 
food sboald be pushed into it3 stomach; once 
there it is digested, and the animal will even 
thrive and grow fat. 
We infer, therefore, that 
a part of the brain is simply intended for the 
exercise of the intellectual faculties, whether 
of the lower degree, called instinct, or of that 
exalted kind bestowed on man, called reason. 


A n E n g i n e e r i n g S p id e r . 
In the house of a scieutific gentleman in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, there is exbibit- 
td a glass tumbler enclosing the triumph of 
engineering of a little spider, as remarkable 
iu its way as that of Robert Stephenson or 
Roebling. 
A young lady noticing a beautiful little 
scarlet spider with its bright yellow nest on a 
■prig of laurestinua, plucked the twig and 
placed it on the mantlepiece under a glass, 
la a very short time the ingenious little engin­ 
eer had almost filled the tumbler with its mi­ 
nute and almost invisible threads, and actual­ 
ly raised the sprig with the nest nearly to the 
top of the glass. 
The twig weighed several 
hundred times more than the spider, and yet 
without peg, beam, or nail, on which to hang 
its cords, it had lifted its nest to something 
like its natural position clear of the ground. 
The dead body of the spider may still bo 
seen hanging from a silken thread attached 
to the glass, with the nest swinging in the 
cords by which it was raised.

í 5. The lieutenant governor, com ptroller, secre­ 
tary of state, attorney-general, treasurer and state 
engineer and surveyor shall lie the commissioners 
of tlie laud office. The office of the com missioner of 
the canal fund is abolished, and all the powers and 
duties heretofore had and perform ed by the com­ 
missioners of tlie canal fund shall hereafter tie had 
or performed by the com ptroller. The canal board 
shall consist of the lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, attorney-general, state engi­ 
neer aud surveyor, and superintendent of public 
works.

ceive for his services a com pensation to be fixed by 
law. 
He shall be required by law to give security 
for the faithful execution of his office, before en- 
terlug upon the duties thereof. He shall be charged 
with the execution of all laws relating to the repair 
and navigation of the canals; and also of thos» re­ 
lating to the construction and im provem ent of the 
canals, except so far as the execution of the law* 
relating to such construction or im provem ent shall 
tie confided to the state engineer and surveyor 
subject to the control of the legislature, he shall 
make the rules and regulations for the navigation 
or use of thu canals. He may be suspended or re­ 
moved from office bv the governor, w henever in 
his Judgment tlie public interest sliall so require: 
but in case of rem oval of such superintendent of 
public works from office, the governor shall tile 
w ith tlie secretary of state a statem ent of tlie cause 
of such removal, and shall report such rem oval and 
the cause thereof, to the legislature at its next ses­ 
sion 
t 7. The superintendent of public works shall ap­ 
point not more than three assistant superinten­ 
dents, whose duties shall tie prescribed by him, sub­ 
ject to modification by the legislature, and who 
sliall receive for ttieir sendees a com pensation to be 
fixed by law. They shall hold their office for three 
years, subjeet to suspension or rem oval by the su­ 
perintendent of public works, w henever lu his 
judgm ent the public interest sliall so require. Any 
vacancy in the office of any such assistant superin­ 
tendent shall be filled, for the rem ainder of the 
term for which lie tfas appointed, by th e superin­ 
tendent of public works; but in 1 ase of the suspen­ 
sion or removal of auy such assistant superinten­ 
dent by him he shall at once report to the governor, 
in writing, the cause of such rem oval. 
All other 
persons employed in the care and m anagem ent of 
the canals, except collectors of tolls, and those in

{ 8. The office or canal com missioner Is abolished 
from and after the appointm ent and qualification of 
the superintendent ef public works, until which 
time the canal com missioners shall continue to dis­ 
charge their daties as now provided by law. The 
superintendent of public w orks shall perform all 
th« duties of the canal com missioners, aud board 
of canal commissioners, as now declared by law, 
until otherwise provided by the legislature.
